ARTICLE 2 


In the first article, we 
asked that you draw a plot 
plan on a scale of one inch 
equals 10 feet, which would 
become a rectangle (on a 
normal 50’ x 120’ lot), ora 
pie shape, or whatever type 
of lot you have, Then as 
nearly as possible, and also 
to scale, measure the out- 
side measurements of the 
house, and then draw the 
outline into the outline of 
the lot. 

If all gardens fell into 
two or three set patterns, 
all you would have to do to 
landscape it would be to 
order Plan 1 or 2 or 3, 
and follow it, As this is not 
the case, and as each of us 
is an individual, each peu~ 
perty requires diferent 
treatment, to reflect our 
own family needs and wish- 
es, and to fit into the size 
of the house, of the lot etc, 

If you look at your draw- 
ing, or plot plan, usually 
you will have a larger arca 
at the back of the house 
than at the front, This area 
behind the house is what 
is called the ‘‘Living Area’’ 
and functions as an outdoor 
living area, where you can 


spend many happy relaxing 
sunlit hours, or cool even- 
ings quietly, away from the 
crowds, If you’re the type 
who likes 2. crowd of people 
around you, then you can 
invite them over to your 
home, and have your out- 
door party - people love 
this, particularly if they’ve 
spent a hot sticky day in- 
side an office, 

The “‘living area’’ should 
have an outline of a patio, 
if you wish to build a patio, 
Try to get away from a 
stereotyped patio shape - 
Squares and rectangles are 
fine, but circles and curves 
will give your patio and 
surrounding areas less rigid 
and more flowing lines, We 
have used patio designs, 
such as semi circles, full 
circles, ovals, \idney shap- 
ed, and one which was shaped 
like a painters pallette, with 
a tree growing where the 
thumb hole should be in the 
pallette, 

Your patio will be too 
small for your requirements 
if it is much less than 175 
square feet, and I would 
Suggest you will be much 
happier with an area of 20( 
to 250 sq, ft. Your back door 
could open on to the patio

idea, and if so, draw it on 
to your plot plan, We haven’t 
finished with the patio yet! 

You may need to think of 
a garage in the rear of the 
living area, and this should 
be drawn in also, Remem- 
ber, if you build a single 
garage, you will wish you 
have built a double garage 
five years from now, so I 
would suggest a 20’ x 24’ 
area be drawn into the liv- 
ing area, at the rear, from 
the back lane, and located 
at least six feet from the 
back lane, In other words 
you can’t build the garage 
right on to the lane, it has 
to be at least six feet from 
the lane, 

Your plot plan should start 
to take on a little character 
now, with the outlines of the 
house, patio, and garage on 
it,

Have you seen any winter 
bat colonies? If you know 
of one, the Alberta fish and 
wildlife division would app- 


reciate a call,

a project designed to find 
out whether bats do, in fact, 
remain in Alberta during the 
winter months, and to learn 
more about their role in the 
spread of rabies. If winter 
colonies can be found, the 
bats will be collected for 
scientific and pathological 
investigation,

search on bats feel that this 
little animal may be an im- 
portant carrier of rabies,
